Early today it was seen that the Re- 
publican revolt against the Cuban bill 
wae growing rapidly. As early as noon 
it was given out that California, 
Michigan, Minnesota, West Virginia 
and Washington had lined up with 
more or less solidity against the Re- 
publican leaders. And all during the 
day while the orators were spell-bind- 
ing in the House, there Was missionary 
work being done to get the opposition 
organization in more compact form. By 
3 o'clock, at which time it was gen- 
erally understood voting was to com- 
mence, there was intense excitement in 
the House. Senators came over from 
the ogher end of the Capitol in platoons 
to see this greatest fight of many Con- 
gresses come to an end. But among 
all this great throng nobody expected 
was in store for those three Re- 
pu who are House leaders any 
such crushing defeat as was coming 
to them. Even these three leaders, 
Henderson, Payne and Dalzell, did not 
themselves dream that the blow was 
going to fall upon them, and they were 
to be cast down and jeered at in any 
such strenuous fashion as presently 


happened. 

The first struggle in the voting came 
in the committee of the whole House, 
when the bill came up for action, and 
Page Morris of Minnesota offered an 
amendment removing the differential 
duty from refined sugar. A point of 
order was raised against this, and this 
point was debated but a short time. 
After the debate closed, Representative 
Sherman, who was presiding, ruled 
the amendment out of order, and an 
appeal was taken from the decision of 
the chair. This was a critical moment.

The vote to overrule 
the decision of the chair, made by 
Mr. Sherman of New York, was 171 
to 130, Republicans to the number of 
thirty-seven joining with a solid 
Democratic vote to accomplish this 
result. m this 
victory, the amendment 
in committee, 164 to 111, . later in 
the House by a still larger majority, 
199 to 105. On this occasion, sixty-four 
Republicans voted with the Democrats 
for the amendment. The bill was then 
passed by an overwhelming majority,

An anaylsis of the vote shows that 
124 Republicans and 123 Democrats 
voted for the amended bill, and 42 Re- 
publicans and 10 Democ against 
it. The voting on the bill was the cul- 
mination of a long struggle which be- 
gan almost with the opening of the 
session of Congress, and after two 
weeks of continuous debate, during 
which much bitterness was aroused. 
Today's debate was of an exceedingly 
lively character, the features being 
echoes of last night's Democratic cau- 
cus. To this caucus the defeat of the 
Republican leaders who sought to pass 
the bill without amendment is attrib- 


Previous to the holding of the cau- 
cus, the Democrats were much di- 
vided, and the opposition of the Re- 
publican beet-sugar men showed signs 
of disintegrating.

MAY BE FINISHED YEAR SOONER 
THAN EXPECTED. 


Result of Negotiations for Trackage 
Arrangements on the Santa Fe from 
a Point in Mojave Desert Has Impor- 
tant Bearing on Matter. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 18.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) W. H. Bancroft of 
Salt Lake, vice-president and general 
manager of the Oregon Short Line, ar- 
rived here today to confer with Harri- 
man regarding various Short Line mat- 
ters, not the least important of which 
deal with the extension of the Short 
Line to Southern California: Bancroft 
spent some time with Harriman dur- 
ing the morning, and it is understood 
that the question of expediting the 
work of construction now in progress 
in the south part of Nevada was one 
of the matters considered. 

Harriman says the new line which is 
to furnish a short cut from Salt Lake 
to Los Angeles will be put through as 
rapidly as circumstances will permit. 
His intimation that the line will be 
built only to the nearest point on the 
Santa Fé ip the Mojave Desert, should 
he succeed in making a satisfactory 
trackage arrangement with the Santa 
Fé for use of the latter's tracks to Los 
| Angeles, is generally accepted as an 
indication that the suggested arrange- 
ment has already become the subject 
of negotiations, or a perfected agree- 
ment between Harriman and President 
Ripley of the Santa Fé. . 

Harriman's statements are interest- 
ing in this, that it means the comple- 
tion of the Los Angeles-Salt Lake line 
fully a year earlier than the public has 
been led to expect. It is stated that the 
gap can be closed by the end of the 
present year if Harriman cares to 
hurry the cnstruction work.

BRUSSELS, April 18.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.) A serious riot has occurred at 
Louvain, near Brussels. The Socialists 
held a demonstration in front of the 
residence of M. Schollaert, president of 
the Chamber of Deputies. The police 
in attempting to disperse them were 
received with a shower of stones. The 
civic guard then fired on the mob. A 
similar riot occurred in another part 
of Louvain, ard altogether five persons 
were killed and twelve wounded. Some 
of the mob carried the dead and 
wounded to the Maison Des Prole- 
taires. 

Another riot is reported to have oc- 
curred at Bruges in Flanders. Here the 
police charged the Socialists with 
drawn swords and ten of the latter 
were wounded. . 

REJECT SUFFRAGE PROPOSAL. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

BRUSSELS, April 18.—The Chamber 
of Representatives today, by 84 to 64 
votes, rejected the proposal to revise 
the Belgian Constitution so as to pro- 
vide for universal suffrage. 80 

The debate in the chamber followed 
vesterday's lines. M. Smeetz (Social- 
ist) accused the government ot being 
anxious to let loose 60,000 soldiers 
against their brethren. But they would 
not be able to exterminate socialism, 
he said; enough Socialists would re- 
main to continue the struggle. As the 
government was not willing to counsel 
the King to do his duty, nothi was 
left but for the Socialists to address 
His Majesty directly, and plead for his 
intervention. If he but said the word, 
peace would be reéstablished. 

After other speeches the vote was 
taken. 

Great excitement followed the vote 
in the Chamber. The Socialists held a 
meeting in the Maison du Peuple, at 
which M. Van Der Velde, the leader 
of the socialist movement in Belgium, 
urged his hearers to be calm, and said 
he hoped King Leopold would still n- 
tervene. His speech is regarded as 
showing that the Socialists accept de- 


feat. 

The meeting a resolution to 
continue the strike, and dispersed with- 
out disorder. 

The people of this city are generall 
impatient with the agitation, whic 
greatly impedes trade and business. It 
was rumored here late tonight that 
King Leopold had decided to take the 
initiative and dissolve Parliament.

“GAGE TURNED DOWN.” 

The San Diego Union of the 16th inst., 
commenting on the efforts of the 
“push” to force a strong indorsement 
of Gage before the league convention 
at San José, says the gang slipped a 
cog disastrously. The formal resolu- 
tions of indorsement of the Republican 
State administration did not suit the 
Gage partisans, who insisted that the 
adverb “warmly”. should be inserted in 
the perfunctory and chilly indorsement. 
Only seven of the twenty-eight mem- 
bers of the Resolutions Committee fa- 
vored the use of the qualifying word, 
and the movement was lost. 

“The incident would be significant in 
any circumstances,” says the Union, 
“but it is especially so in view of the 
fact that Gov. Gage had served formal 
notice on the convention that he is a 
candidate ‘desires and expects’ a 
renomination. Had a majority of the 
delegates been favorably inclined to his 
aspirations, there would have been lit- 
tle trouble in inserting, on the floor of 
the convention, the ‘warmly indorse’ 
which the committee rejected by an 
overwhelming vote. It doés not ap- 
pear, however, that a single delegate 
attempted to infuse any life into the 
committee’s frigid resolution. The 
gathering, so the dispatches say, was 
extremely harmonious, and the har- 
mony was not broken by any member 
foolish enough to seek action that 
might seem like recognition of the 
Governor's pretensions. 

“The plain fact is that the Governor 
was firmly .turned down by the San 
José convention. Republicans who do 
not wish to see their party disgraced 
as well as beaten, will cherish the hope 
that the turning-down process 80 
auspiciously begun at the league con- 
vention, may continue until Gov.

OPPER PLAGUE 
HAS BEEN AVERTED. 


[Sioux City C dence New 
York Sun:! au the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Nebraska and Iowa were 
held in the grip of a most unseason- 
able blizzard on Easter, these West- 
ern States may de saved from a 
grasshopper scourge. The storm was 
in some respects the worst of the 
winter. There were not only wind 
and snow, but also extreme cold. The 
cold is the saving clause. 

The fine warm weather preceding the 
cold snap, brought out millions of tiny 
grasshoppers. In patches of Por 
prairie and in slough grass . 
were hatched. Even in the — 
fields the active baby insects swarmed. 
It was the testimony of hunters and 
farmers that the prospects for a 
ong plague had not been bet- 
ter in thirty years. That was a week 
ago. 
arently all the eggs had hatched 
out, and the youngsters, about halt 
an inch, long, were hopping and flying 
about as lively as though it were June. 
Neither heat nor cold affects the 
larvae, but after the pests are hatched 
and have gone out to rustle for them- 
selves, they freeze in severe cold, as 
do other tender insects. 

So it is believed and confidently 
hoped that the Easter week storm has 
done for every one that left the 
home nest. It stands to reason that 
they must have been destroyed by 
millions, as rain fell in many districts 
shortly before the sweeping-down of 
the cold wave. Wherever the temper- 
ature fell ice formed. 

Throughout South Dakota, the worst- 
infected State, everything above the 
ground and for two inches below the 
ground, froze up solid. A few days of 
warm weather will determine whether 
the brood was cut short in its youth. 

“Grasshopper” is a dread word of 
alarm to the generation of western 
pioneers who personally went through 
the scourge of the seventies. The 
writer remembers well the first 
pearance of the grasshopper in Iowa. 
He was a child at the time, and on a 
certain day in midsummer, was 
driven by his father into the country 
some nine miles. : 

It was a beautiful day, and in all 
the fields the farmers were busy cut- 
ting their grain. News that the grass- 
hoppers were flying had agitated farm- 
ers everywhere, and made them anx- 
ious to get in their crops, but the 
most experienced man had as little 
idea what the scourge would be like, 
should it arrive, as the little child. 

On driving up to the farm the child 
saw the womén and children of the 
household out in the yard, all idle, and 
gazing up at the sky. What had been 
taken for a mere pleasant summer 
cloudlet veiling the flerce heat of the 
sun, proved to be a cloud, indeed, but 
a cloud of such disaster as the West 
had never dreamed of In even its most 
despondent pioneer moods. It was a 
cloud of fiying 2 darken- 
in~ the sky from one side of the hori- 
zon to the other. 

The women were pale, and appar- 
ently much frightened or depressed. 
The children, ected by their elders, 
were crying. Even the poultry and 
the swine and the cattle were much 
disturbed, and futtered about and 
moaned and grunted atcording to their 
various natures. 

We remained in the country about 
three hours, and during that ‘time the 
"hoppers alighted. It was about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon that they be- 
gan to settle. They came pelting down 
like hall. 

The noise of their wings was like the 
tinkling sound of millions of little 
brass instruments. The buggy horse, 
though put in the barn, was driven 
almost mad by fear. The cattle and 
the fowls all sought shelter. The 
house dog crawled to human feet, a 
trembling cur. 

. By 5 o'clock, As we returned the 
fields which at our outgoing had been 
smiling and yellow with ripened grain, 
were black and grim with the pestifer- 
ous swarms. here there had been 
upstanding waving wheat, all had 
been eaten flat to the ground. The 
very shocks were being destroyed. 

The harvesters were standing idly 
about, or were returning with hanging 
heads to thelr homes. Many men 
were actually weeping at this incred- 
ible destruction of the year's toil. 

On our homeward way the wheels 
stirred up such clouds grassh 
that it was necessary to keep the 
face covered. And even with these 
clouds rising about us the wheels 
crunched through tired ‘hoppers roost- 
ing in the ruts. 

In town it was no better. Streets, 
sidewalks and buildings were mailed in 
grasshoppers. Every tree, every lawn, 
every garden had been enten bare. 
There was not a sprig of green left 
in the pretty little town. 

Our home, when we approached it, 
frightened me. At noon, when I left. 
it had been a white house. Now, on 
my return, a few hours later, it was 
a bronze house. The grasshoppers 
were perched on it so thickly as to con- 
stitute an unbroken sheath. 

There were very few things that the 
grasshoppers would not eat. They 
sought water, and in their thirst they 
ate the soaked curbing of at least one 
old pulley well. They destroyed clothes 
hanging out on the Unes. 

They were so thick as to interfere 
with walking and driving. It nas 


lieved by those who did not go through 
the grasshopper times, that the hop- 


pers stopped the trains. Rut there 
is really nothing very wonderful 
about that. 


The ‘hoppers, when they alighted for 
the night, seemed always on the look- 
out for warm roosting places, and they 
found the iron rails of the roads very 
comfortable. There

could not go crunching over them for 
many miles without finding them more 
slippery than ice, and more blinding
